In order to advance prosecution and avoid any potential modified or new grounds of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
or 103(a) and to fully overcome the prior art of Lloyd (U.S. 2002/0140206), Mr. Jones agreed to an Examiner's 
Amendment in which independent claims 1 and 22 further recite "A CURVED PORTION OF the U-shaped clevis being 
significantly wider than it is thick" (and hence substantially flat in cross-section). Additionally, claims 3, 4 and 22 were 
also amended to correct minor informalities (see Examiner's Amendment). Finally, the Specification was amended to 
further explain that the curved portion of the U-shaped clevis forms the closed end 38 (also see Examiner's 
Amendment).
